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PROGRAM LISTINGS this issue are done (for the most part) on my new printer. The 
originators sent a tape which made it easy to load into the machine and try out, 
and then a *PRINT;LIST and zing,zing goes the printer. Last month I took my 
Bally and a portable TV over to the CCMPRINT plant in Mountain View, and talked 
to one of their engineers, Larry Kelly. We soldered up a couple of wires and 
got then working right off the bat. We tried a couple of LIST programs and I 
went off to order my own unit. Here are some of the details: 

Page 20 of Vol.1 has the schematic of the cassette interface, but it leaves out 
a bit of pertinent data which was included in the Hacker's Manual. The modified 
picture is shown in Fig 1 below. The missing piece of the page 20 diagram is the 
dotted line from pin 15 of IC 7 over to pin 6 of IC 5* There is no connection at 
the output pin 7 of IC 5 as constructed. This is the printer connection point. 



Fig.2 is a part of the pc board shown in the Hacker's Manual, and shows exactly 
where the tap should be made to get the data line (pin 7) and the ground line 
(pin 8). The other end of the wires I soldered here went to the CCMPRINT 
connector, to pins 3 and 7 respectively. The connector they use is an RS 232 
type with 25 pins (looks like the hand controller connector, only bigger). 

I did have an intermediate connector using a miniature jack per the Manual 
suggestion. 

To get the proper output from the Bally, the command *PRINT must be used 
instead of :PRINT as when going to tape.

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MY MEMORY ADDITION board is going into the design phase, with delivery scheduled 
Tor early next year, but knowing how things go, probably middle of next year. 

To keep my cost down, I won't get all the memory slots filled in. It'll accept 
my Jameco 610 keyboard, and other peripherals. Subscribers who have indicated 
interest in this board will find an added sheet with some details.

OR SHOULD I BUY ONE NOW? 


While 75 million homes have television sets, only about one million are equipped with 
video recorders, VTR's (or VCR's if you like). Those homes that do have VTR's are 
finding that their TV viewing habits are changing drastically - and for the better. 

As a VTR owner one can: (1) record a TV program and watch it at a later time; (2) 
watch one program and record another; (3) watch a movie of their choice in their 
own home at their convenience; and (4) watch their home movies and slides on their 
TV set. This is only the start. You can add a video camera and make your own home 
video movies. There's no developing and you can play them back immediately. Also, 
you can build your own library of feature movies by recording them from TV. 

For those of you who are considering the purchase of a VTR we will try to answer 
some of your questions. 

Q. I understand there are two formats, which one should I buy? 

A. There are two popular formats or sizes of cassettes, BETA and VHS. Both utilize 
1/2" tape and the quality of both is very good. A Beta machine cannot play a 
VHS cassette and vice-versa. 

Sony manufacturers most of the Beta machines. They are sold by Pioneer, Sears, 
Toshiba, Zenith and, of course, Sony. Current machines have 3-hour capacity; 
machines on sale this fall will have 4 ! s-hour capacity. 

VHS stands for Video Home System. Almost all of these machines are made by 
Matsushita, another Japanese company. These machines are sold by Akai, Curtis 
Mathes, General Electric, Magnavox, Panasonic, Penneys, Quasar, RCA and Sylvania. 
Current machines have 4-hour capacity with still longer times to be offered this 
fall. Pre-recorded movies, blank tapes and accessories are readily available 
for both types of machines. This statement does not hold true for the other 
'oddball' formats so I recommend that you consider only Beta or VHS. 

Q. If I wait a while...will the prices come down? 

A. The answer to this is 'probably not'. Both VHS and Beta are now well established. 
The prices have not been coming down. In fact, some companies have raised their 
prices. VTR's are complex machines - both mechanically and electronically. If 
prices drop within the next few years - and I doubt that they will - it would 
be only by 5 or 10 percent. This is not a calculator situation where prices 
have decreased drastically. If you are ready to enjoy the advantages of a VTR, 
there is no point in waiting. 

Q. How reliable are VTR's? 

A. They are very reliable and usually require maintenance only after 1000 to 1500 
hours. 

Q. What features should I look for in the VTR I buy? 

A. Like automobiles or any other consumer product, VTR's are now being equipped 
with more and more 'bells and whistles.' Let's look at the more important

features that you should consider and separate the wheat from the bally-hoo: 

RECORDING CAPACITY - Up to a point, longer recording capacity can be very 
important because it means lower tape costs and increased convenience. My 
feeling is that additional capacity, after about 4 hours doesn't really mean 
much. It doesn't make much sense to cut a TV show in two just to use up the 
end of a tape. Also, longer times are obtained by using slower speeds and/or 
thinner tapes. Both tend to sacrifice picture quality. I personally feel 
the present machines are quite adequate. 

PROGRAMMABILITY - It is important that a machine can be set to turn on and 
turn off. All current machines do this. Some of the more expensive machines 
can be programmed for 7 days in advance and can be set to record 4 different 
channels sequentially. This is neat...but the question is one of whether 
this feature would be used, and is it worth the extra $200 bucks. 

REMOTE PAUSE - This feature is nice because it let's you cut out commercials 
from across the room in your easy chair. 

AUDIO DUB - With this feature, you can add or change the sound track. It is 
very nice when you want to add music or commentary to home movies. 

FREEZE FRAME, SLOW MOTION - Many of the 1980 machines which are now appearing 
have these features. Again, they are nice, but after you amaze your friends, 
how much will they be used? 

MEMORY - This is a system that lets you locate a particular point in a tape 
without running it back and forth innumerable times. 

Q. How about the disc players? 

A. There is one video disc player (Discovison by Magnavox) on the market today. 
Many more are in the works. One big drawback of disc systems is that, like 
phonographs, they are play-only, they cannot be used for recording. Disc 
players will eventually be a big item and will take their place alongside 
VTR's. As is the case with audio, they will co-exist. It is expected that 
several more years will be required for the shake-out in this field to occur. 

Q. Should I buy a used machine? 

A. A demo is OK if you know the dealer, but be very careful of buying a used 
machine from an individual. It may be obsolete or it may need extensive 
repair. 


In summary, there is little to fear about buying a VTR. Determine the features 
you want, pick a reputable dealer and take the plunge. Sure, there will be new 
machines with new features coming along, but the machines that are available today 
will be around for a long time. Don't let the 'bells and whistles' confuse you. 
You can expect to get many years of entertainment from the unit you buy today.

A structured vocabulary system per¬ 
forms the two-step recognition of the vocal commands. Plans for 
marketing the unit in the U.S. have not yet been formulated. 

TV STATION CUTS COMMERCIALS TO COMPETE WITH PAY-TV 

Under increased competition from Pay-TV outlets which run featured 
films uncut and uninterrupted by commercials , a number of convention¬ 
al TV stations are cutting down on the number of commercials carried 
during their feature film telecasts. 

In mid-October, KTLA, Channel 5 in Los Angeles, began presenting 
two-hour movies on weeknights, with only two commercial interruptions 
instead of nine , as in the past. The commercial reduction is a 
direct result of the success of a series of movies which ran on the 
station under the full sponsorship of IBM. Packaged under the title 
" Movies To Remember " these telecasts contained only a single commer¬ 
cial break, and had an average 75% increase in audience over KTLA's 
other 8 p.m. movies. 

ABC POKES BACK 

ABC-TV introduces a new bit of subtlety into its anti-pay TV 
campaign. The fine print in newspaper and TV magazine ads for net¬ 
work movie telecasts includes a line " Another Outstanding Movie On 
Free Television! " The propaganda device first turned up in ads for 
the "Annie Hall" telecast.

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AND NEXT IS TELETEXT 

In addition to regular and subscription TV, some viewers in selected 
test cities will be getting still more from their home video terminal. 
If you live in one of these cities and have a special hand held 
calculator-like device, you can use your TV screen to display such 
information as sports scores, local supermarket prices, detailed 
weather reports, theater reviews and starting times, and stock market 
information. This new system is generally known as TELETEXT. 

The hand held device is the control used to select the information 
you wish to view. 

Eventually this list will probably include most material that is now 
printed such as books, maps and magazines. It will undoubtedly change 
our newspapers and libraries as we know them today. Imagine laying 
in bed reading a bestseller from your TV screen. Each time you want 
to ’’turn a page" you just press a button on your control. 

But, you say, I need a permanent copy (on paper) that I can keep. 

In this case, just press another button and the information from the 
TV screen will be printed on paper by a special print-out device. 

The technology for all of this is here today. All that remains is 
for it to be made commercially feasible.

MCA AND DISNEY vs. SONY - ROUND ONE 


By now, most of you have heard that the U.S. District Court in Los 
Angeles has made a ruling in the case of MCA and Disney vs. Sony... 
in favor of Sony. Simply stated, they determined that it i£ legal 
to make a recording of free TV programs for personal non-commercial 
use. Of course, this is what we've all been doing right along so 
it is good to know it's legal. 

A word of caution. This ruling applies only to free TV programs and 
not to copyrighted prerecorded tapes such as some of those that we 
sell and preview, or to pay TV programs. Another key phrase is 
"non-commercial use." It is still not legal to copy and sell these 
programs or to charge admission to see them. 

Of course, this is just the first in a long series of court cases 
and appeals that will eventually end up defining how the exciting 
new video devices can be used.

SILVERMAN SAYS NBC STAYING IN BROADCASTING, BUT "WELCOMES COMPETITION" 
0F~NEW TECHNOLOGIES .- 

"We believe in broadcasting. I don't think it's at odds with any 
other technologies. We welcome the competition." 

Those were answers by NBC President Fred Silverman to questions 
about videodiscs, home video recorders and cable TV -- plus possible 
defection of NBC affiliates as new satellite-fed programming becomes 
available. During a rare public appearance at the National Press 
Club in Washington last week, Silverman defended most of his networks 
programming decisions -- and cited the role of new technologies, which 
he called, "the advanced electronic tools of this and the next decade." 

"The diversity of their service is to be welcomed, but the role of 
national TV will continue to be vital," Silverman said. 

Striking a statesman-like pose before an audience of journalists, 
Silverman said one of his objectives is to improve the network's 
news services: "not just more news, but more meaningful information."

LOWER UPS PREVIEW CHARGES 

We have now lowered the charge for previewing (renting) adult movies. 
The 2-day charge is now $18.00 for one movie $30.00 for two movies, 
etc<' As a result of this change, the charge for previewing all 
feature movies is the same. Sunday's and holidays are free and do 
not count as a rental day. 

Of course the preview charge for a movie applies toward the purchase 
of that movie -- providing the purchase is made at the end of the 
preview period. 


A NOTE ON QUALITY 

There are many factors that contribute to the ultimate quality of a 
video cassette movie. (We are talking about technical quality - 
not the acting). 

First of all, there is the source. At the present time almost all 
movies originate from film - some from 35mm and some from 16mm. 

Since all major studio features are shot on 35mm, they start out 
with higher quality than do their 16mm cousins. Another variable 
of course is the technical expertise of the studio itself. 

From this point on, cassette quality depends on the duplicating 
equipment, the skill of the duplicating operator and the number of 
generations the cassette is removed from the original film. (Some 
are copies of copies, etc.) It is here that we work hard to beat 
our competition. If at all possible , the tapes we get will be first 
generation 3 i.e. 3 made directly from the film on the finest of 
equipment. Many dealers buy and sell second, third and even fourth 
generation copies.
